Most of us, we don’t spend too much time thinking 
about keys.

Over the summer. 
Governor Pete Wilson 
signed into law the bills 
SB 1771/Chapter 163 
and SB 1789/Chapter 
164. These bills were 
both aimed at reducing 
classroom size in el¬ 
ementary schools, and 
the allocation of hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars to this purpose has 
already impacted Sierra 
Madre Elementary 
School in a big way. 

Pasadena Unified 
School District was one 


of the first to jump on the 
offer, turning in applica¬ 
tions for the state funds, 
and putting the program to 
good use. While schools 
have until mid-February to 
enact the program. Sierra 
Madre School has already 
hired four new instructors, 
who will start with the be¬ 
ginning of the school year. 

The program is debut¬ 
ing at the first and second 
grade levels this year. 
State law requires that they 
be the first two grades af¬ 
fected. If the school 
chooses to extend the pro¬ 


gram in the future, they 
will have the discretion to 
add kindergarten or third 
grade. 

How much of a differ¬ 
ence can four teachers re¬ 
ally make, anyway? Well, 
last year, classes averaged 
over 30 students each; 
with the new teacher, that 
number will drop to 20. 
“It’s a dramatic change,” 
says principal Cheryl 
Portillo.” Portillo says that 
the program has been very 
well-received. Though she 
points out that there is a 
downside, namely giving 


up resource rooms to turn 
them into classrooms, she 
notes that “Having a man¬ 
ageable classroom size is 
every teacher’s goal. This 
is really a good cause.” 

Two classrooms that 
were exclusively second 
grade are now four, and an 
extra first grade class has 
been opened up as well. 

“I think it’s going to be 
a really exciting year,” 
says Portillo. She hasn’t 
spoken with as many par¬ 
ents as she’d like to, as the 
decision came in the sum¬ 
mer, but says that her key 


community liaisons are all 
bringing back positive 
feedback. 

And as for the children 
themselves, maybe we 
won’t be able to measure 
accurately how tremen¬ 
dous the difference is, not 
for many years. But look¬ 
ing back to last year, when 
each first and second grade 
class was over 50% more 
crowded, it’s safe to say 
things are looking brighter 
already.

Monday marked the be¬ 
ginning of a 35-45 day 
project which will involve 
the resurfacing and 
restriping of Sierra Madre 
Blvd, from Michillinda to 
Baldwin, and Baldwin 
Ave., from Grandview to 
Orange Grove. The heavy 
work won’t start full-force 
until September 3, says 
Public Works Director 
John Davidson. “We 
worked with the Chamber 
of Commerce and the local 
merchants, so we’re sensi¬ 
tive to those concerns, and 
tried to find the least dis¬ 
ruptive time.” 

Before September 3, 


work will be mostly lim¬ 
ited to preparatory work. 
There are water and gas 
lines to be identified, curbs 
and gutters (those needing 
replacing) to be marked, 
trees to be trimmed, and 
lanes of travel to be 
planned. 

When the heavy-duty 
work starts, the resurfac¬ 
ing will involve scraping 
away two inches of black¬ 
top, laying down an engi¬ 
neering fabric, and re¬ 
asphalting the top layer.

angle will remain at 45 
degrees. Four additional 
parking spaces will be cre¬ 
ated in Kersting Court, and 
three to four will be cre¬ 
ated on Sierra Madre Blvd. 
On Baldwin Avenue, the 
angle of the slanted park¬ 
ing spaces will be adju.sted 
from 45 to 35 degrees, for 
safety. Finally, for visibil¬ 
ity and safety, the cross¬ 
walks are being changed to 


the ladder style, with 
cross-stripes all the way 
across. 

Most construction will 
be between 7:00 am and 
7:00 pm, but on September 
7th, when cold-planing the 
section of Sierra Madre 
Blvd between Lima and 
Baldwin, work will com¬ 
mence at 4:00 am, and fin¬ 
ish between 8:00 and 8:30. 
Davidson says, “On the 
7th, we’ll get fini.shed be¬ 
fore traffic gets too heavy.

James works with an 
organization called “Free¬ 
dom Independent Living,” 
and his trainer, in another 
apartment in the same 
complex, helps him with 
cooking and other projects 
in his day to day life. 
James was previously with 
another program which 
didn’t work out as well as 
he’d hoped, but he says he 
is happy with Freedom In¬ 
dependent Living. James 
also works every day, 
through various work¬ 
shops which are State- 
funded. He does mostly 
collating work, which is 
well-suited to his agile. 


James has lived in Si¬ 
erra Madre for the vast ma¬ 
jority of his life, though 
only in his apartment since 
1993. He had lived with 
his brother Bemie, but the 
State notified them that 
Bemie, who raises foster 
children, could no longer 
keep James in his care. “I 
still feel devastated,” 
James says, about being 
forced away from his 
brother, “He didn’t want to 
do it. Now I have to be on 
my own, and I’m still not 
really comfortable with 
that.” James, however, still 
sees his brother “an awful 
lot.” 

James is doing very 
well on his own, however. 
He navigates around the 
apartment with the com¬ 
fort and ease of someone 
who is settled, navigating 
around walls and furniture 
before contacting them. 
He shows off some of the 
gadgets that make his life 
easier. He has a talking 
calculator, which also 
doubles as an alarm clock 
and calendar. He has both 
a talking watch and a 
braille watch, with a re¬ 
movable glass face. He 


sits in his recliner, listens 
to music, reads in Braille, 
talks on the phone, and 
complains about the heat, 
which is only somewhat 
alleviated by the fans 
throughout the apartment. 

James has things that 
make his life easier, like 
the talking calculator and 
the Braille watch. But it’s 
the things that make James 
happier, not easier, that are 
truly special. The music.

Question: Is it normal and 
necessary to have the brake rotors 
and drums resurfaced when having 
abrakejobdoneonmycai? --D.S. 

Answer: Brake rotors and 
drums should be resurfaced during 
a brake job, according to most 
manuals. Resurfacing creates an 
even thickness on the entire 
surface of the rotors and drums. 
This prevents the brakes from 
pulling to one side, allows even 
wear and prolongs the life of the 
brake pads and shoes that you have 
installed. You could see a 
significant loss in braking 
performance if you don’t have 
rotors and drums resurfaced.

Piper Heidseick Cham¬ 
pagne to drink and a Hoja 
De Nicaragua #3 cigar. 
Packages of spicy crab 
filled filo pastry wontons 
and oysters on the half 
shell served with a caviar 
salsa or a tamari dipping 
sauce set these delights 
off. 

My veteran cigar smok¬ 
ing friend and I sat on easy 
chairs amid a group of oth¬ 
ers. It appeared that I was 
the only novice at hand. 
Ray Boggio proceeded to 
light me up (again and 
again as mine kept going 
out). For those among you 
who are unfamiliar, your 
cigar should burn cool. It 
should develop ash and 
burn evenly. .Sometimes, 
as with our first Nicara¬ 
guan cigar, you may have 


to cut the mouth side again 
if it does not draw well. To 
get the flame going, draw 
hard. For me this required 
some effort. The Hoja is a 
mild tobacco and is a good 
compliment to light but 
flavorful tastes. 

1 adore the fragrance of 
a good cigar. I adore shop¬ 
ping at special stores in 
their|temperature con¬ 
trolled rooms, cigars laid 
out neatly in rows, long or 
short, fat or thin, dark, 
golden hued or rust in 
color. I appreciate the ex¬ 
pertise required to choose 
the most important outer 
leaves and to roll it up 
compact, firm and smoke- 
able. 1 also take pleasure in 
noticing the slight grada¬ 
tions of shading they dis¬ 
play as they lie in their 


boxes. The actual color 
variation may be quite vast 
and the subtle effect re¬ 
quires expert handling. A 
man of interest to me is 
one who smokes or is will¬ 
ing to smoke a cigar on 
occasion. I associate cigars 
with times of relaxation; at 
the end of a days sail, sit¬ 
ting on deck, walks in the 
night air, cool refreshing 
times of ease and sanctu¬ 
ary. 

The Oaks has a very 
good reputation and up 
until now I have not had 
the pleasure of this special 
spot in Pasadena. The pa¬ 
tio under the stars is really 
very nice. We were both 
feeling like our own com¬ 
pany but being at a group 
dinner we did the socially 
acceptable thing and chose 


a table set for four. We 
soon found that we were to 
dine alone and gave 
thanks, for we had the best 
of both worlds. We had 
time by ourselves yet were 
visited by the Humidor 
owner, Raffi Doudakian, 
the food and beverage 
manager, Tony Bondi, and 
the beverage manager, 
Nabil Soueidi, of the 
DoubleTree Hotel and a 
few other guests we had 
met in the lounge. 

Ahi Tuna Sashimi on a 
round cake of rice arrived, 
manicured with radish 
sprouts, slivers of red pep¬ 
pers, shavings of red rad¬ 
ishes and whisker thin 
slices of green cucumber. 
My elegant and decidedly 
fresh Piper Heidseick went 
down quite nicely with this 


and with the salad of or¬ 
ganic baby greens, walnuts 
and chevre that was taste¬ 
fully sprinkled with a basil 
vinaigrette. 

Mindi Abair is an ener¬ 
getic smooth playing saxo¬ 
phonist.

The Assembly Appropriations Committee has ap¬ 
proved legislation by Senator Mountjoy to assist cities 
belonging to the L.A. County library system in their 
effort to improve local public libraries. 

Senator Mountjoy’s SB 1998. a pro-library, anti-bu¬ 
reaucracy bill is sponsored by the 86-member L.A. 
County Division of the League of California Cities. 

“Libraries have suffered financially through the years. 
Senate Bill 1998 will provide the impetus for govern¬ 
ment officials to improve services offered at local branch 
libraries,” Senator Mountjoy said. 

“In past years, city officials have been frustrated by 
the county’s unwillingness to take action to improve 
branch libraries,” Senator Mountjoy added. 

“Libraries are vital to residents of all ages. We must 
look at new ways to improve our libraries. It is my hope 
that SB 1998 will encourage L.A. County officials to 
begin to work in a cooperative partnership with local 
officials to assure branch libraries are open longer hours 
and the level of services offered improves,” Senator 
Mountjoy stated. 

If the county continues to be unresponsive to local 
library needs, SB 1998 would provide cities with the 
option of withdrawing from the county-wide system to 
create their own municipal libraries. 

The property tax revenue collected by the county and 
expended for library services in the community would 
remain with any city which decides to withdraw. The 
revenue would be used by the city to help operate the 
new municipal library once it assumed responsibility for 
that branch. 

There are 52 cities served by the L.A. County library 
system. 

“My legislation provides an opportunity for cities and 
the county to work together to improve our libraries,”

ated with the sound of the 
music and dancing of our 
predecessors. The festivi¬ 
ties will begin at 5 p.m. 
whenBBQ’d food and re¬ 
freshments will be served. 
Live music by local musi¬ 
cians will also be provided 
with dancing beginning at 
7 p.m. on the wood 
subflooring of the unfin¬ 
ished residence. Although 
admission will be free, 
proceeds from donations 
and the sale of food will go 
toward the purchase of 
memorial Sycamore trees 
for the Canyon Parking 
Lot Beautification Project. 

In addition to the very 
large boulders which will 
be prominently “dis¬ 
played” at the event, Mr. 
Lambdin has unearthed 
many artifacts while exca¬ 
vating for the basement 
and foundation for his new 
“Craftsman-styled” resi¬ 
dence. One of the most in¬ 
teresting treasures was the 
tin sign recently featured 
in an article in the Sierra 
Madre News. Mr. 
Lambdin generously do¬ 
nated this sign to be dis¬ 
played on the exterior of 
the recently- restored 
Stevenson Store in the 
Canyon. The sign was 
identical to one identified 
in a circa 1940 photo of the 
Stevenson Store and was 
located by upper Wood¬ 
land Drive resident Paul 
Hagen and other city crew 
workers while excavating 
through the various layers 
of dirt and asphalt cover¬ 
ing the concrete dance 
floor site for the installa¬ 
tion of a water main for the 
Lambdin residence. This 
area was later used for a 
parking area adjacent to 
the small provision and 
grocery store originally 
known as the “Trail 
Store.”

which was tightly wedged in the pie-shaped wedge of 
the western portion of the lot. Sadly, during the sixties, 
drug abuse was no stranger to this site as well as the rest 
of the canyon. The property was finally sold to the 
Colvins, who owned the adjacent properties, by 
Maybelle Caley Barker, whose pioneer Sierra Madre 
family had owned it for several years. According to city 
records, in June 1969 the building was condemned and 
demolished after a long and colorful history. 

After the burros were all relocated to the Corum’s 
Stables further up the Sturtevant Trail in the late teens, 
a portion of the former stables was used to house the can¬ 
yon fire truck before the fire house was built north of 
the pool bath house on Woodland Drive. A fire alarm 
for the canyon was also housed in or adjacent to the store 
by 1921. According to Vance Thomas, some of the 
stable structure remained until the 60’s when it was com¬ 
pletely dismantled by himself and his father, Owen 
Thomas, the last proprietor of the store. The dance floor 
began to be used as a parking area by the late 20’s dur¬ 
ing the proprietorship of the Grays. Eventually the area 
became an asphalted parking lot for the store. When the 
store was demolished and the sewers and drains in¬ 
stalled, the site was regraded and became a dirt lot. Sub¬ 
sequently there was a continued history of commerce on 
this site as numerous successful canyon multi “garage” 
sales were conducted at this highly visible lot at the en¬ 
trance to all areas of the lower Canyon and mesa. For a 
time, a group also took up residence in an old bus at the 
rear of this lot during the early seventies. Also during 
the seventies, the Colvins discussed the possibilities of 
developing a park at this site. This idea was revisited a 
few years ago, which brings this colorful history to the 
present day. Anyone having more information regard¬ 
ing the history of the store/canyon and/or having pho- 
to^film footage that may be copied for our historical ar¬ 
chives are encouraged to contact me in care of Mary’s 
Market. All are invited to become a part of the contin¬ 
ued saga of this illustrious locale by attending next 
Saturday’s “Last Dance” event hosted by the Lambdins, 
former Cypress Court residents who are now re-estab¬ 
lishing themselves as Lower Canyon folk, after a stint 
in Colorado and a short stay on the Sierra Madre 
flatlands.
